would Insist that the only end of the 
war must be a complete 
Buarant» 


against Prussian militarism dMujrb- 
ing the peace of Europe. Mr. "t-io/d 
George said: 


In Accord With Allies. 


"Our 
answer will be given in full 


accord with our Allies, f-ach of the 
Allies, separately, and independently, 
arrived at the same conclusion. I a-»- 
glad of the first answers given hy 
France and Russia." 
The formal reply of the Allies, the 


premier announced, will be -given la 
the course of a few days. 


The premier said: 
"We__will_waiLuntil we hear what 


terms and guarantees there are surer 
than those which Germany offers. 
Meanwhile, we put our trust in our 
unbroken army." 
After declaring that peace without 


reparation was impossible, tbe rpe- 
mler asked whether "all the outrage* 
on land and sea," had been liquidated 
b> "a few pious phrases about human- 
ity."
